We are indebted this past season mainly to the continued 
researches, so sedulously made by Mr. George Potts, mostly in his rich 
neighbouthood of Broseley and Benthall Edge, and likewise Miss E, R. 
Lloyd, of Gobowen, has kindly provided some very good new records 
from Districts I, EI, and Jil. 


But few have reached us hitherto from those three Sections. 


Amongst them are several interesting aliens, and especially I 
would call attention to one very handsome species, Impatiens Roylei 
Walp., which seems spreading in this country, albeit its home is in the 
colder regions of the distant Himalayan Mountains. 


Likewise a new station (the third in this country) has been 
discovered by Miss Lloyd for the biue flowered Lettuce, Mulgedium 
macrophyllum Gray, a very beautiful blue flowered species, resembling 
the Succory. It rapidly increases and thrives when it has found 
congenial quarters. 

A list of Fungi, mostly from the Eastern and S.E. portions of the 
County has been sent by Mrs. D. A. W. Potts (formerly Mrs. W. B. 
Allen), as noticed by her and the Very Rev. David Paul, of Edinburgh, 
last August, to both of whom our best thanks are due. 


Mr. J. R. Jebb passed away during the past year. He, on 
several occasions, gave me some valuable Botanical information, still 
visiting the county at times, though of late he had resided in Warwick- 
shire, and his loss is much regretted.

was not discovered or perhaps recognized in 1840,

III. Near Gobowen and Weston Rhyn. An evident 
escape. Miss E. R. Liova. 

A variable alien, judging by several examples [ have 
oe ean examined from Eastern Europe especially. The 
form now noticed has small leaves, and clusters of 
somewhat insignificant flowers of pale lemon colour.

I Maesbury Mill Yard, and grounds and as a garden- 
weed, not infrequent near Weston Rhyn.

This appears to be 
the most frequent of the Sisymbrine aliens; occur- 
ting, has has already been recorded, in a good many 
situations, including my immediate neighbourhood, 
in District TV.

KIT. Rindleford, near Worfield. Potts. Not uncommon 
in cultivated land, especially near Pulley (IV.) and 
Lythwood.

I, Gobowen, but rarely. Miss Lioyd. An attenuate 
form, also already recorded by me from Buildwas.

Claytonia Dertollans Don. 
XIII. Plentifully occurring near Davenport, Worfield. Of 
New-World origin, quite now established, with two 
others of the same genus, in various British Stations.

Euonymus europaeus, Linn. 

I. Near Gobowen. Miss Lioyd. Leighton (p. 114) 
deems this not common in the County, but it is 
frequent in some places, ¢.g. Pulley Common (Station 
IV.) Melvill. 


Geranium pratense, L. 
XII. Several well-established plants on the Railway line 
between Coalport and Bridgnorth. Poits. 


*Impations Roylei, Walp.—glandulifera, Royle. 
A very handsome plant of comparatively recent 
introduction, native of the East, which seems in- 
creasing and likely to become a permanent resident 
in many parts of Great Britain, including Salop. 
Two colour varieties, one with whitish, the other 
purple in flower, obtain chiefly. It was found by 
Miss E.R, Lloyd growing plentifully on the R. Dee 
banks, Coed-y-ralit. Much grown nowadays as an 
ornamental plant, in cottage and other gardens. 
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Four species of this large genus are now to be found 
in England, one native (noli tangere), one American 
(fulva}, one North Eastern (parviflora) and the 
present species (Roylet). The I. glandulifera Arnott, 
is a different species, from Ceylon. The last work of 
that eminent Botanist, Sir Joseph Dalton Hooker, 
was on this genus, it being unusually well represented 
in India. He died in 1911, aged 94, it may truly be 
said, in harness. His life has lately been published by 
Mr. Leonard Huxley, and is full of fascinating 
interest.

Genista tinctoria, L.

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ZOOLOGY. 





The most notable occurrence of the year 1927 was the irruption 
of Crossbills which began in July and continued into the autumn. It 
extended from the north to the south and west coasts. In Shropshire 
Crossbills were especially numerous along Wenlock Edge, but they were 
also noted in the neighbourhood of Shrewsbury, Church Stretton, and 
elsewhere. I received specimens from Broseley, July 9th, and Menai 
Bridge, August 18. Apparently an advance party came to Anglesey, 
for three were seen feeding on fircones at Menai Bridge on March 19th, 
The last irruption of Crossbills took place in 1909, and as in that case 
a good many pairs nested in Britain the following Spring; it behoves all 
observers to keep a look-out for nests in 1928, 


Quite a number of species which are rare in Shropshire, were 
recorded during the past year. Of these the most noteworthy were 
three Whooper Swans which paid a three-days’ visit to Betton Pool at 
Christmas ; a pair of Dotterel at Wroxeter in May ; Snow Bunting near 
Wenlock in March; Hooded Crow at Stretton in October; Bittern at 
Whitchurch in October: Brent Goose at Bridgnorth in November ; 
Goosander at Eyton-on-Severn in February ; and Gadwall at Bisliop’s 
Castle in December: two pairs of this duck were noted on a reservoir 
in Staffordshire near the Shropshire border in May. 


In August, a party of ten Oyster-catchers visited Melverley, and 
in September six Black Terns stayed for more than a week at Ellesmere, 
where also Cormorants were unusually numerous this year, 21 roosting 
on a poplar tree on one occasion. Smmense numbers of Wood Pigeons 
passed over South Shropshire early in November, but they did not stay, 


from North Wales there are records of the Black Redstart near 
Barmouth in December—one of these birds was also seen at Church 
Stretton in December, 1926; third record for Shropshire. A pair of 
White Wagtails nested at Llandudno (first actual record for N. Wales) 
and a Reed Warblet’s nest was found at Dolgelley. A pair of Wrynecks 
spent the summer of 1926 at Pensara, Abergele, and no doubt nested 
there. A Great Skua was seen at sea off Beaumaris, Anglesey, in July : 
this species was included as ‘‘ doubtful” in the Vert. Fauna N. Wales, 
1907; and has only once before been positively identified in the district. 


Migrants as a whole were fairly norma] in times of arrival and 
departure, except a party of Tieldfares seen near Shrewsbury on 19th 
September, and Swallows in several places 6th to 10th April—very 
early dates. 


But the most remarkable event of the year was the occurrence 
. of the deep-sea fish Avocettina infans at Borth—a species only 
previously found in the depths of the Atlantic, new to the fauna of 
Europe. See paper in the North Wesiern Naturalist.

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METEOROLOGY. 


The loss of three observers during the year is recorded 
with regret : Miss Hope-Edwardes, of Netley Hail, Dorrington, 
and Mr. W. Downes Hall, of Ashford Carbonell Manor, by 
death, and Mr. H. Constantine, of Church Stretton, by 
removal out of the County, New observers were secured in 
Col. S. D. Price-Davies, Marrington Hall, Chirbury, and Mr. 
James A, Narraway of Dorrington Elementary School. 

The year’s weather was marked by rainfall above the 
average, an unseasonably cool and wet summer with damage 
to hay and corn harvests, and by disaster to many holiday 
programmes, among which may be recorded the fate of the 
Club’s well-planned effort to assist at the total eclipse of the 
sun on June 29, 

The average annual rainfall in Shropshire, as recorded by 
the Club’s observers, was 29,45 inches, for the 26 years 1901-26. 
The average for 1927 was 34,80, but this figure was well below 
the 37.66 of 1924. In 1927 June and August were the wettest 
months of the year, a fact which would account largely for the 
generally unfavourable opinion of the year’s weather.
